4  Minute  Sermon 


Text.  P*.  34:8 


LORD  Or  HOSTS 


Thin  and  the  equivalent  expression  God  of  Host* 
ia  often  found  ia  'the  Old  Testament  prophets  and 
psalm*.  It  was  a  conception  of  Jehovah  which 
blared  upon  their  minds  ia  their  most  elevated 
mood*.  There  arc  three, elements  that  go  to  make 
up  this  conception.  It  conveyed  the  sense  of  power. 
It  had  the  militant  outlook.  An'd  it  always  car¬ 
ried  the  idea  of  orderliness,  organization  and  co¬ 
operation. 

The  fit  st  does  not  eed  to  be  dwelt  upon  now, 
though  it  formed  the  basis  of  ail  their  subsequent 
knowledge  of  God.  It  was  aeceaaary  that  people 
ahould  be  impresaed  with  hia  power.  To  Abraham, 
the  father  of  believera,  he  was  God  the  Almighty. 
To  ftiaroah  he  aaid,  "For  thla  very  purpose  did  I 
raise  thee  up,  that  I  might  show  ia  the*  my  power, 
and  that  my  tame  might  be  published  abroad  Ip 
all  the  earth.”  As  God  of  hosts  the  prophets 
thought  of  him  as  having  authority  over  so  un¬ 
numbered  host  of  heavenly  forces  tad  of  all  the 
forces  ef  nature.  Jesus  said  I  could  pray  my 
Father  and  hr  would  send  me  even  now  more  than 
twelve  legiona  of  angels. 

The  second  element  is  that  0.^1  *  great  power  is 
militant  and  aggreaaive.  As  Lord  of  hosts  he  com¬ 
mands  s  great  army  for  asserting  his  authority  and 
establishing  hi*  sovereignty  over  the  whole  crested 
universe.  It  ia  neceasar^  to  fight  to  do  this,  and 
Ood  is  a  God  of  bnltleoj  This  is  made  necessary 
by  the  hostile  attitude  of  Sstsn  and  his  command 
of  a  formidable  power.  He  is  railed  the  prince  of 
the  powers  of  the  sir,  thdt  is  eommander  of  aa  in¬ 
visible  but  powerful  army  whose  motion  and  ac¬ 
tivity  are  compared  with  the  lightness  of  air.  But 
God  s  host  is  Innumerable  sod  unconquerable.  W* 
only  need  our  eyes  to  be  open  that  we  may.  like 
servant  of  Elisha,  see  the  mountain  covered  with 
horses  sad  chariots  of  fire  round  about." 

The  third  element  ia  thin  description  of  Jehovah 
as  the  Locd  of  Hosts  is  thst  of  organization,  order 
lincss  gn<l  co-operation.  This  conception  is  neces* 
rare  to  pomplete  the  other  two.  Power  cannot  be 
permanent  nd  wide  in  eitrnt,  military  success  esn- 
not  be  long-lived  nnd  complete  without  the  element 
of  organization.  God’s  work  in  the  world  is  car¬ 
ried  on  by  co-ordination  and  co-operation.  It  ia 
not  forced  nnd  meehnnlcnl  but  free  and  voluntary, 
ned,  nnd  the  force*  mtfet  harmonize  and  unite  to  at- 
The  work  of  God  through  his  people  must  be  plan¬ 
tain  a  deflnlV  objective*  This  has  *  -f  the 

finest  lessons  of  the  75  million  esmpnlgn.  We  must 
preserve  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of 
pete*.  We  must  not  only  carry  the  great  campaign 
to  completion;  we  must  lesru  the  lesson  of  unity 
nnd  ro-operntion. 

Just  now  we  are  In  a  great  evangelistic  period. 
It  is  called  a  campaign  because  we  propose  to  be 
fellow  helpers.  Let  u*  co-operate.  Don’t  be  inter¬ 
ested  merely  in  the  loeal  engagement  or  success. 
Let  us  pray  for  one  aother  si!  along  the  Jiae.  Let  a 
keep  step.  8*nd  in  your  report*  to  the  convention 
Board.  Let  the  Bosrd  know  when  your  meeting 
begins.  W*  esn  *H  work  together,  for  God  is  the 
Lord  of  Hosts  snd  the  task  b  to  make  him  King  of 
Kings  snd  Lord  of  Lords,  until  tfc*  kingdom  of  the 
world  become*  the  Kingdom  of  onr  God  and  of 
His  Christ. 

No  army  esn  be  effective  without  na  intelligence 
bureau.  To  he  co-ordinated  the  whole  army  must 
•  keep  in  touch  with  one  another,  with  the  great  aim 
nnd  the  general  movements.  In  tho  Lord’*  army 
this  b  done  by  means  of  the  devotional  paper.

In  the  process  of  forming  judgment* 
there  come*  the  temptation  to  warp  deciiion*  to¬ 
ward  the  aide  of  *elf  interest.  Here  is  |ie  weak 
point  in  moral  fortifications,  and  ha*  buJ  one  de¬ 
fense — that  of  the  conscience.  While  the  e#n»etene# 
ie  not  a  true  guide  to  eoudnet,  yet  it  1*1  a  guide 
true  to  it*  training.  So  education  ha*  to  dl  not  on¬ 
ly  with  developing  power  to  think,  bot  also  it  ha* 
to  do  srith  that  of  developing  he  power  ajcurately 
and  honestly  to  guide  the  thought  whltii  is  the 
product  of  the  mind’*  aetivitie*  on  the  thlifcs  which 
have  gone  into  it. 

But  thi*  power,  faculty,  or  principle  Within  a 
person  which  decide*  on  the  lawfulness  or  inlawful- 
nc*«  of  hi*  actions  and  nlfeetlons,  whethir  innate 
or  not  takes  its  hia*  from  the  standard*  tv  which 
it  was  trained,  Jnat  as  much  as  does  the  [thinking 
force  follow  the  channels  in  which  it  has  [thi 
exercise.  The  historian  haa  certain  standards  by 
which  he  trains  his  mind  ia  the  Hudy  Hid  judg¬ 
ments  of  historic  data.  Just  so  the  mathebiatielaa, 
the  linguist,  etc. 

From  what  has  been  said,  it  la  easy  to  udderriand 
that  the  mind  may  be  thoroughly  educated! and  Hill 
he  a  menace  to  aoeicty  because  the  engin*r 
soul  has  been  trained  by  the  wrong  standard*. 
There  enters  here  another  element,  that  if  desire. 
A  person  1*  prone  to  follow  the  leadership  of  hi* 
desires,  because  it  I*  "an  indication  of  tl[e  *elfin- 
•uffleiency  of  our  nature.”  But  the  dc^re*  may 
have  a  master  in  the  power  of  the  will. 

What  has  been  said  pertain*  to  the  tdimatlon  of 
a  Christian.  Or  as  the  term  la  usually  us|d,  Chris¬ 
tian  education.  8o  It  la  elearly  aeea  that  [when  w* 
speak  of  fbririlan  education  that  we  simply  mean 
the  education  o'f  a  Christian.  Now  we  Ido  know 
that  Chririlanity  is  the  flrri  and  forckost  ele¬ 
ment  ia  the  welfare  of  a  human  being.  tlBthout  ft, 
education  may  be  a  misfortune  to  the  ponessor. 

Now  getting  back  to  tha  standards:  [There  la 
bnt  one  true  standard  of  right  and  vrag.  The 
standard  ia  to  be  found  in  the  word  of  (*>d.  Any 
system  of  education  that  leave*  out  this  [principle 
has  no  guarantee  of  bleating  its  so-eallai  benefi¬ 
ciary. 

Education  may  tell  a  man  what  is  aght,  bat 
is  doe*  not  ereate  ia  him  the  desire  to  [do  right. 
Christianity  creates  a  desire  to  do  right,!  but  does 
not  teach  him  what  is  right.  If  In  the  tame  per¬ 
son,  the  power  of  judging  right  and  wrong  be  de¬ 
veloped  along  with  the  desire  to  do  the  tight  and 
eschew  the  srrong,  there  ia  given  to  the  World  the 
complete  educational  produet  which  la  the  Ideal 
citizen. 

In  the  practical  affairs  of  lifo,  there  id  a  eall  to 
the  exerelse  of  the  element  of  courage  sjhleh  con¬ 
tain!  two  dtsHnet  characteristic*.  Fiist,  there 
must  bo  clear  perception,  aad  second,  tlere  mast
